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THE FAITHFUL SPANIARDS. 

The despotic government of Spain, and 
the blind attachment of the people to the 
authority of their priests, have not been 
able to quench that high sense of honor, that 
has ever distinguished the character of the 
Spanish nobility—a quality which forms the 
basis of meny of their virtues, and makes 
the Spaniards amiable, notwithstanding their 
sloth aod bigotry. ; 

In the city of Salamanca is a very cele: 
brated university, where a grandee of the 
highest rank placed bis only soo, Don Se- 
bastian, the heir of bis immense estate, and 
the hope of the family, in whose miod he 
had early implanted the haughty distinc. 
tions of family descent, and the mogt scru- 
pulous attachment to truth. Nature had 
favored him with many endowments. His 
person was tall and sleoder—his eyes biack 
and expressive, which enlivened his swar- 
thy complexion, and correspooded with his 
black hair, that he wore tied back with a 
ribbon—his understand.ng was solid rather

Sebastian’s setvant. having offered a 
large reward to any who should eudeavor 
to save Lis master, a boat, with two ex 
perieoced sailors in it. pushed off, not- 
withstanding the rougbness of the water, 
and reached the struggling friends, just iv 
time to deliver them from their perilous 
situation.

tions of bis friend contribnted in no small 
degree. 

When his mind was sufficiently calm, he 
informed Ferdinaad that the motive of his 
voyage was pleasure—but beiog driven oul 
tosea further than he intended, he had been 
overtaken by the storm, which had wrecked 
the vessel, and compellea him to take re 
fuge under his roof, contrary tu the exprees 
command of bis father, who havivg been 
made acquainted, a severe injunction, not to 
visit him, or maiatain a correspoudence with 
the descendant of a person, against whom 
he had a mostal grudge.

‘They 
parted with the expectation of meeting no 
more. But the foresight of man is short aod 
imperfect. Eveats, theleast probable, often 
Occur, and those that appear almost witbio 
our grasp, disappoint our fondest. hopes. 


A few years after their separation, a war; 


broke out between Spain, and the states of 
Algiers, during which the father of Se- 
bastian was appointed governor of a for- 
tified town, on the southern coast. The Al- 
gerines, baving suddenly invaded the coun- 
tty, and landed a Considerable number of 
troops, had burned several small sea.ports, 
plundered the villages and excited euch 
alarm, that vigorous measures were used ia 
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vainto repel them, They sdvanced from 
one degree of boldness to avother, till elated 
by the unexpected success of an enterprise, 
undertaken chiefly for plunder, they laid 
siege to the town over which Don Carlos 
presided. 

‘The resolution of the inhabitants, and the 
spirited conduct of the governor, whe had 
determined to hold out to the last extremity, 
occasioned an obstinate resistance, which 
provoked the fierce Algerine,who was of 
a savage temper, to exercise his power in 
every actofcruelty, towards any unfortunate 
Spaniard. who fell isto his hands. The 
miseries of famine were felt now in all their 
horrors. The stock of wholesome provisi- 
ons was almost exhausted, and the people 
were reduced to eat horses, dogs, and even 
animals that bad died a natural death. 

‘Ihe dreadful instanceof a mother perish- 
ing with hunger, from giving the whole of 
the scanty pittance she could procure, to 
her children, roused the feelings of every 
soldier to exert himself, in order to rescue 
the inhabitan's from the dire calamity that 
overwhelmed them. Zany extraorditary 
examples of valor were displaying without 
success, especially among the odicers, who 
looked up to Sebastian for their model, who 
was next incommand to his father, and from 
the suavity of his manners, was as much 
beloved, as his father was detested, on ac- 
ccunt of his harshness and pride. 

lt happened that Ferdinand, who had en. 
gaged in the profession of arms, was quarter- 
ed in the garrison. The repugnance he 
naturatly felt fora mao, whose unjust veo- 
geance had doubly injured him in two very 
(ender points, the memory of his father, aod

He determined 
therefore to degrade him, if he could not 
punish him—and with this design, he order- 
edbim to enter the euemy’s camp, under:

Ferdinaod abhorred the treacherous deed. . 
But he was under the sway of military dis-- 
cipline—remonstrance wes useless, asd he 
was compelled to obey. Unused tocis-. 
simulate, he made an awkward spy. His 
want of adroitness raised suspicions, 

He was detected in the fact, and sentenc-- 
ed to be buog immediately, on a gallows,. 
before the principal gate of the town, asa 
ievenge upon the governor for his obstinate 
defence of the place, on a false idea that he 
was the son ot Don Carlos. Every pre-.
